The Examiner has rejected claims 1-2, 4-13, 15, 17-19, 21-22, 25-30, and 44 
under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) based on U.S. Patent Pub. 2003/0135220 to Cauthen 
("Cauthen"). According to MPEP § 706.02. "for anticipation under 35 U.S.C. 102, the 
reference must teach every aspect of the claimed invention either explicitly or impliedly."
